NEW YORK, Aug. 22.—The Journal to-day 
has’ the following over the signature of Dr. 
Otto Arendt: 

The people of. the United States have 
never been calleg on to decide a question 
eo important as that of the coming presi- 
demtial election. Never before was the di- 
viding line so sharply defined, and we un- 
derstand that the sovereign people of the 
United States mean for once to solve the 
social question which has in late years 
caused so many disturbances. Look at the 
two sides and mark the striking contrasts. 
McKinley represents the party of so-called 
honest money, the party of trusts and mo- 
nopolies, Their opponents we find under the 
banner of Bryan. These are the working- 
men and farmers who refuse to permit them- 
selves to be bled in future for the cause of 
the gold standard. 

uropean bimetallists ‘who have been 
fighting the gold standard for years regard 
international bimetallism as the true solu- 
tion of all the questions involved. My own 
views on that subject I have laid down in an 
essay published in the June issue of the 
North American Review, when I gave it 
as my opinion that the question of free 
silver should be settled only after an in- 
ternational agreement regarding the rela- 
tive values of gold and silver had been ar- 
rived at, for at that time I took it for 
granted that both parties would favor free 
silver in their platforms, though not to the 
extent of free coinage. 

With respect to the possible candidates, 
bimetallists, taking McKinley to be a thor- 
ough silver man, certainly regarded him 
with much favor. What sad d@isappoint- 
ment, however, came with the St. Louis 
Convention. Heaven high above McKinley, 
unfettered and unmercenary, rose Mr. Bry- 
an, who at once gained the respect and 
sympathies of the bimetalliste the world 
over. 

If I were an American citizen I would un- 
hesitatingly vote for the people's champion. 
A free coinage President appears to me a 
lesser evil than a Stock Exchange President, 
who would walk in Mr. Cleveland's foot- 
eteps. There are superficial people in this 
and other countries who imagine that if Mr. 
Bryan is elected in November ffee silver 
coinage will begin next March. They for- 
get that Congress must finally decide the 
question. Even should Mr. Bryan be elect- 
ed as President, he will mest probably call 
an extra session of Congress, and it would 
take several months before free coinage 
would be legalized. 


Spould he be elected, the bimetallists 
would gain formidable allies, while Ameri- 
can bankers would certainly do all in thefr 
power to forestall the depreciation of Amer!i- 
can values by. backing our cause of national 
bimetallism. 

All Europe has formally declared that 
bimetallism shall not be introduced with- 
out Great Britain's co-operation.

Were Very Cléverly Car- 
ried Out.

NEW YORK, Aug. 22.—A large steamer 
left Philadelphia nine days ago, loaded 
with the biggest cargo of munitions yet 
dispatched to the insurrectionists, at a point 
off the Delaware Breakwater, and steamed 
‘away for Cuba‘without Spanish spies or 
' Government officers being any the wiser. 

Capt. O’Brien was in charge. The prepa- 
‘rations were begun as long ago as April, 
‘when Capt. O'Brien, in whom the Cuban 

leaders have absolute confidence, and a 
| committee from the Junta set about secur- 
ing a suitable ship. The steamer Howard 
was found to be the best adapted for the 
purpose of the Junta. Capt. O’Brien at that 
time gave her.a twenty-four hours’ sea trial 
with several leading Cubans aboard, It is 

believed she was the ship which finally car- 
| ried the expedition. The cargo consisted of 
| 66,000 pounds of stick dynamite, a dozen 
field guns of heavy caliber, several thou- 
sand rifles and machetes, dozens of big cans 
of cartridges and a lot of surgical and medi- 
cal supplies. 

Captain O’Brien has made elaborate prep- 
arations for the landing of the cargo. He 
is the originator of a method for trans- 
ferring packages at sea by means of a wire 
from the mast of one vessel to that of anoth- 
er. The captain was as shrewd in escaping 
the eyes of the Spanish with this last ex- 
pedition as he has been with others. Closely 
watched by detectives in the Spanish em- 
ploy, and by Government officers, he and

Friends, the Commodore and other vessels. 
The Laurada was loaded with a spurious 
cargo off the Jersey coast, finishing on 
August 9. 

That the Spanish were misled by this ruse 
is proved by the dispatches of last Thurs- 
day that the Laurada had been cornered by 
a Spanish gunboat. Meantime the real ex- 
pedition was preparing, and soon after the 
“covering” of the Laurada was reported it 
got safely away. The cargo was loaded in 
a legal manner, so far as the Government 
is concerned, and the consignment is reg- 
ular. It is said the amount of dynamite 
taken is the largest ever shipped out of 
this country since Captain O’Brien carried 
his famous consignment of dynamite to 
Hayti for General Hippolyte in the schooner 
yacht Rambler. Captain O’Brien is known 
as a first-class sailor and a resourceful 
man. His friends are confident he will

J. Barr Robinson, an Eaglish student of finance,

“It is already a question how much further the holders 
of securities are to receive the assistance of a continually 
contracting currency to enable them to go on absorbing 
further and further the wealth of the producing classes.

SEVERE CRITICISM OF EMPEROR 
WILLIAM’S COURSE.

AS TO VON SCHELLENDORF. 


Military Cabinet Which Usurps the 
Functions of the Ordinary 
Ministers. 


BERLIN, Aug. 22.—The German press has 
tarely been so unanimous as the present in 
condemning the clique which caused the 
downfall of Gen, Bronsart Von Schellen- 
dorff, the former Minister for War, and the 
présent crisis. Even thé conservative news- 
papers, excepting the Kreugzeitung and the 
semi-official press, join in denouncing the 
Emperor's military cabinet which exer- 
cises influence beyond its constitutional pre- 
rogatives, thus ._paralyzing the constitu- 
tional rights and functions of the ordinary 


Mister. 
T civil Cabinet of the Emperor is also 
saddied with a share of the blame for sim- 
jlar reasons, and even the strictly legal 
conservative newspapers, like the Reichs- 
bote, as well as the papers inspired by the 
Imperial Chancellor, like the Hamburger 
Correspondent, speak derisively of the auxil- 
lary Government, and point out that this 
means a grave infraction of the constitu- 
tion, which is bound to end in trouble. 
The true story of the retirement of Gen. 
Von Schellendorf leaked out this week. The 
Emperor and his Cabinet, it appears, be- 
lieved in a thorough rejuvenation of the 
army, as well as the civil administration, 
and it is due to this that not only all the 
elderiy, experienced Generals have been 
prequally replaced by new and untried men, 
ut the courts and all the civil officers are 
similarly suffering. In the Imperial Court 
eight Judges have resigned within a very 
short time, as the Emperor will not allow 
any Judge to remain in office who is older 
than 66. 
lt appears that before Gen. Von Gossler 
was offered the portfolio of Minister of War 
it had been offered to and refused by Gen- 
erais Von Coijlas and Bork. Gen. Von Goss- 
ler has the reputation of being more of a 
courtier than a soldier, a he is, moreover, 
the author of the unfortunate half battalion 
scheme and only favors very mild reform in 
the military trial procedure. The Empe- 
ror referred Gen. Von  Schellendorff's 
4 echeme to Gen. Von Gossler, with instruc- 
tions to modify it and insert in it as one of 
the principal features the imperial right of 
confirming the sentence of every military 
court, the right which the constitution only 
gives him as King of Prussia and not of Ba- 
varia, Saxony and Wurtenburg. 


In this connection it ts interesting to note 
that the Emperor, addressing the First 
Guard Regiment at Potsdam during the 
week, said: ‘‘isever forget that you have 
sworn obedience and fidelity unto death to 
me, your war lord. Let no other consld- 
erations éver interfere with this, your high- 
eat duty.” 

The seme day the aide-de-camp of the 
King of Saxony handed the Emperor an au- 
tograph letter from the Saxon monarch in 
which the latter is understood to have 
mildly and firmly protested against’ the 
present crisis and to have exhorted Em- 
peror William to leave more freedom of 
action to his constitutional advisers. 

It appears that the Emperor's differences 
wit 8 ped Hiohenlohe include the labor 
poriey of the Government, His Majesty 
wishing to end ihe period of conciliat‘on, so 
far as the Socialists are concerned, and the 
naval program, the Emperor ‘desiring the 
passage of a bill providing for an increase 
of 180.000.0000 marks tn the expendiiures.

ELSBERRY, Mo., Aug. 22.—To-day there 
was an immense crowd assembled in a 
grove near town to hear the largely adver- 
tised joint debate on the financial question 
between Champ Clark, Democratic candi- 
date for Congress in this district, and Judge 
Wind, of St. Louis. People came from all 
sections of Lincoln County and from Pike 
and across the river in Illinois.

HOKE SMITH RESIGNS. 


The Secretary of the Interior Leaves 
the Cabinet. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 22.—The Associated 
Press is in a position to state definitely 
and certainly that Secretary Hoke Smith 
has resigned his Cabinet portfolio and that 
the resignation will be accepted by Presi- 
dent Cleveland. 

For some days past shipments have been 
made to Atlanta of his books and papers, 
and it is learned that he has declined to set 
any departmental business to be heard by 
‘him for a date later than this month, It 
can safely be assumed that a successor 
will be in charge in a very short time. 
After the nomination of Bryan and.Sewall 
it became known, that Secretary Smith was 
the only member of the Cabinet who an- 
nounced the purpose to support that tick- 
et, and that this action on his part. while 
not in any way affecting his personal rela- 
tions with the other members of the Cabi- 
net, seemed so material to him that he 
felt constraintd to tender his resignation. 

The Secretary declines to discuss the 
subject in any way. ; 

Ever since the rumor of the probable 
resignation of Secretary Smith, there has 
been more or less gossip concerning his 
probable successor at the Interior Depart- 
ment, and the name of John M. oayesee, 
the second assistant Secretary of the De- 
partment, has been mentioned frequently 
for the place.

GHAIRMAN JONES 
APPEALS FOR AID. 


DEMOCRACY BATTLING FOR TH? 
PLAIN PEOPLE. 


FINANCIAL AID NECESSARY. 


The Plain People Are Asked to Make 
Their Contributions, No Matter 
How Small, to-the Gause.

CHICAGO, Ill, Aug. 22.—Chairman Jones 
of the Democratic National Committee gave 
out a manifesto addressed to the people of 
the United States late to-night, which was 
in part as follows: 

“The Democratic party in the present 
contest is engaged in the defense of the 
plain people against the encroachments 
of the favored classes. This is purely an 
economic issue. In its importance, how- 
ever, it overshadows every question which 
has occupied public attentionsince the tragic 
campaign of 1860.

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MEXICO AND MONEY. 

Mexico adopted the single silver stan- 
@ard in 1867. At that time she was a 
Gazarus among nations. Resistance to 
French invasion and the erection of a 
throne for Maximillian had entailed what 
Beemed a hopeless debt upon posterity. 
The people were hopeless, discontented, 
turbulegt and in the depths of poverty 
and misery. 

At that time Mexico had money of 
high purchasing power, but the people 
had no purchasing power to speak of. 
As @ result, but little purchasing was 
done. Nearly everything consumed was 
imported and ‘the value of importations 
then rarely exceeded $15,000,000 per an- 
mum. Within seven years after making 
silver coinage free, imports had increased 
to more than $36,000,000. The increase was 
steady as the prosperity and purchasing 
power of the country increased. In 1887 
the value of Mexican imports exceeded 
$41,000,000. In 1890 their value exceeded 

51,000,000. Since 1890 they have shown 
@ decrease owing to the development of 
@omestic methods of production and dis- 
tribution. 

In 1874, when the value of Mexican im- 
ports was $36,000,000, the value of Mex- 
fcan exports was but $9,000,000, 4 to 1 
egainst Mexico had been the average of 
two or three generations under the gold 
etandard. After silver became the unit 
@ Mexican values exports began to in- 
crease and they have continued to in- 
crease steadily until, in 1894, the balance 
of trade was in favor of Mexico by more 
than two million and a half dollars. The 
figures for that year, as given in the 
Commercial Year Book, were: Imports, 
$30,287,489; exports, $32,858,927. Since then 
the balance in favor of Mexico has been 
maintained. Money is flowing into the 
country. The national debt, for years 
larger than the total assessed wealth of 
the country, is now 7 per cent less than 
the assessed wealth. In short, Mexico, 
under the silver dollar, is growing richer 
and richer every day.

and its greedy taxing power when air 
Mavigation becomes a fact. Lillenthal’s 
sethod would have meant a growth of 
Qndividualism. Maxim's can only mean 
another means for capital to make mili- 
fons from a new invention. 

Another difference in the two methods 
of fight is that the wings of: Lilienthal 
would have evolved mankind into ath- 
fetes. The ship of Maxim will spread the 
evils of sedentary life. If they could 
both be made successful, the human 
race would Indeed be at the zenith of 
enjoyment and inventive benefaction.

It is often said that the days of mar- 
tyrdom for heresy are over. But that is 
not true. Any preacher who feels called 
upon to renounce the faith he has been 
preaching,.and who resigns a living for 
the sake of his consctence, is as much a 
martyr as any of old. There may be 
such, cases, We are almost tempted to 
hope there may be, for the sake of the 
cloth, now more or less discredited by 
men who use the pulpit for stage pur- 
poses. 
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LAW AND MORALS IN IOWA. 

Under the original plans and specifica- 
tions the coming election would have 
brought to the State of Iowa a direct 
vote on the question of prohibition. 
But the original plans and specifications 
being found defective, Iowa is to be 
left, for awhile longer, with a liquor 
statute destructive of law, morals and 
decency. 

The original prohibitory statute being 
left unrepealed, communities are ¢mi- 
powered to authorize the selling of liquor, 
the dealer to pay a stipulated sum, not 
as license but as a fine for the violation 
of the law. The State refuses to enact a 
license law and virtually confirms the 
prohibition law by refusing to repeal it, 
but, by statutory enactment, it fixes a 
money penalty for the violation of the 
law by men authorized to violate it .on 
petition of a majority of the citizens 
and the permit of the local governing 
body of any designated community. 
Thus, not only by implication, but by 
actual fact, the State authorizes the sale 
of indulgences for the violation of its 
own laws. And the State, by the exercise 
of its legislative power, makes the ma- 
jority of citizens in all such designated 
communities parties to violations of law 
jn cases where the men who contemplate 
its violation can give. bond to qualify 
them as law-breakers. 

It is impossible that any State will con- 
sent to long continue under conditions so 
provocative of lawlessness as those now 
existing in Iowa. Their evil influence is 
already felt in many communities. In 
view of the feeble resistance of the Pro- 
hibitionists to conditions infinitely worse 
than even free whisky could bring, it is 
clear that that element will be power- 
less against the demand for a strong 
license law which must inevitably grow 
out of the existing situation. 
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The tone and character likely to be 
given the School Board by partisan mem- 
bers is very clearly shown in the re- 
marks of Mr. Paulus on receiving the 
Republican nomination in the Third Dis- 
trict.

The new woman is advancing right along. 
The speculative humorists and drawers of 
funny pictures have presented the Bow 
woman of the future as town policeman. 
The woman policeman is a reality. She is 
elready here. Mayor Doran of St. Paul, 
Minn., created her in the person of Mrs. 
8. V. Root, whom he endowed with # star 
and authority to make arrests. Mrs. Root 
is prominent in society, and she will not 
descend from her high pedestal to patrol a 
beat. She is interested in 4 Rescue Home 
work and her police authority may, she 
thinks, stand her in good stead at times. 
This is the entering wedge, however, and 
soon when every other line of work is pre- 
empted by woman—which threatens to be 
the case—not even the police force will 
remain open to poor man. 


If lovely woman does conclude te invade 
the police force and drive out the men, it 
would be retributive justice® for them to 
start in and club a few of their predecessors 
on sight. It would be a good thing for 
some policemen to learn by painful ex- 
perience what a whack on the head with a 
stout locust really feels like. If the St. 
Louis force keeps up its present record it 
bids fair to rival that of New York during 
the reign of Capt. Williams, who earned 
the title of King of Clubs some fifteen 
years ago. Every police and dispensary re- 
porter knows that daily men are clubbed 
unmercifully, and without proper cause. 
On the night watch half the heads repaired 
at the Gigpensary are broken by a police 
man’s club. Occasionally in a very aggra- 
vated case, such as the disgraceful affair at 
Sportsman’s Park a few weeks ago, and the 
still more outrageous assault by Patrolman 
White on a woman in the station-house, 
an investigation is made and perhaps the 
offender is punished, but in the great ma- 
jority of cases nothing is done or even 
heard of. White patrols a tough district 
and perhaps contact with toughs has made 
him tough. Once he clubbed a thief un- 
mercifully because he had obeyed the nat- 
ural instinct of taking flight instead of 
running to meet the policeman half way, 
thereby causing the officer to exert himself 
unduly in chasing him. For the most part 
the men clubbed are drunks, diserderlies 
and chronic offenders, whose unsupported 
testimony would be given little wefxht if 
they lodged a complaint, and so the police- 
man goes on clubbing people causelessly, 
disturbing instead of preserving the peace, 
quite unrestrained, 


Theres a tendency almost universal the 
world over in courts of correction to ac- 
cept a policeman’s testimony above par. In 
civil courts the rules of evidence are ob- 
served and the preponderance of evidence 
ig taken into account. The unsupported 
evidence of one witness does not prevail if 
contradicted by another witness whose 
character is not assailed. In the average 
police court, without corroborating evidence 
on either side, the policeman’s testimony 
‘ts sufficient to secure a conviction, no mat- 
ter how strenuously or with what probabil- 
ity the defendant denies it. 

As a matter of fact, the average police- 
man’s testimony in support of an arrest 
made by him should be taken cum grane 
Saltpeter. His professional reputation is 
at stake. If he has made a mistake it its 
natural that he should strive to justify 
his action. This is not a reflection on the 
policeman, It is human nature. At the 
least he is a prejudiced witness, but this 
fact is rarely considered by the court. 


Here is a case in point. Only last week 
a pretty and good young woman was ar- 
rested in New York for soliciting on the 
street. It was shown that she had met an 
acquaintance and had stopped a moment 
to speak wiiu him. This was made so plain 
that she was released next morning and 
the judge denounced the arrest as an out- 
rage. All the same the policeman, to justify 
the arrest, declared that she was a regular 
frequenter of the streets at night and he 
had often seen her stop men. After the girl 
was discharged he admitted he had never 
seen her before. If the girl had been frignd- 
less and unable to disprove the charges, 
she might have been convicted and her 
reputation have been ruined. 

The Lexow investigation proved that New 
York policemen waxed rich on levying 
tribute on unfortunate women. In St. Louls 
policemen in plain clothes are detailed to 
arrest women for soliciting. They are 
convicted on the arresting officer’s unsup- 
ported testimony. The officer is clothed 
with ea dangerous power. The opportuni- 
ties are abundant for blackmail, hush 
money and for tyranny. Over and over 
again in the police courts of St. Louis 
women have charged that the arresting 
officer had first accosted them, and then 
arrested them for consenting to allow the 
plain-clothes officer to accompany them to 
their room. In their zea] to make a record 
it is not altogether unlikely that a policeman 
@ehould be guilty of tempting their victims 
to break the law. Indeed, such methods are 
indorsed by some officials as the only way 
of catching an offender red-handed. Gov- 
ernment detectives have often resorted to 
this plan. a 

Women have charged in the police courts 
that officers have arrested them because 
théy have refused to accede to their de- 
mands. Policemen being men, this charge 
is not beyend the bounds of probability, 
either. But it never avails the victim. 
She has a stained reputation and hence it 
is conceded that the policeman must be 
telling .the truth. Maybe the 8t. Louis 
policeman never strains the truth to make 
@ case, and maybe these unfortunates in- 
variably prevaricate, but the charges have 
been made with such detail as to satisfy 
the impartial observer of their truth. Any- 
way, the system is wrong and dangerous. 
Judge Murphy, the eccentric who overrules 
Supreme Ceurts and makes queer breaks 
every other day, rushes into the extreme 
of never believing a policeman under any 
circumstances. Judge Murphy, however, 
had a long experience in the police court

COMMISSION. : 


DIVERT HALF THE DONATIONS. 


Commission Wolves Employ Smooth 
Women as Sub-Agents to Do 
Their Soliciting. 


To those familiar with the prevailing 
methods of soliciting contributions for char- 
itable institutions, it is no wonder that the 
young charges of the Children’s Home 6o- 
ciety of Missouri went hungry several days 
in the week. 

Almost $10,000 a year was collected for 
the home on Olive street. Still the chil- 
dren went without proper noyrishment, 

It was because the charitably inclined, 
who believed their donations were for the 
sole benefit of the little ones, in reality paid 
the salary of those who solicited the sub- 
Scriptions. 

What cemained went toward paying the 
Salaries of officers. 

After that, what was left, went toward 
feeding the children, 


An investigation induced by the dis- 


closures concerning the home on Olive 
Sireet, reveals that this society was not 
alone in the peculiar system of collecting 
revenues, . 

Several other charitable institutions fol- 
low a method that is even more costly to 
the institutions and ¢o the charitable who 
contribute to thelr support. 

The Invesi.gation disclosed that there are 
two age) in St. Louis whose sole busi- 
Mess is the soliciting of subscription for 
charitable institutions, their remuneration 
being a percentage of the contributions, 

The two men and their wives who operate 
these agencies are imaking comfortable 
livings and are said to be growing rich from 
the revenues the agencies yield.

One of the agencies is conducted by a 
Man named Senier and his wife and the 
other by a Mr. and Mrs. Hubbell. 

These men make contracts each 
with charitable organizations under w 
they solicit subscriptions. 

They receive for their trouble 30 cents on 
every dollar they collect. 

The proprietors of the agencies employ 
@ub agents to do the actual soliciting. 

They pay these sub-agents a commission 
of from 20'to 25 per cent on all they collect, 
thus making for themselves, without labor 
or exertion of any kind, 25 and 30 per cent 
of all money contributed by the St. Louls 

ublic through solicitors to the support of 

16 charitable organizations they repre- 
sent. 

The charitable institutions received only 
half of what was intended by the contribu- 
tors should go to the support of the institu- 
tion designated. If a contributor gives a 
Solicitor $10 for a certain charity, that 
charity receives $5 of the amount. The 
ether $5 is divided between the solicitor 
and the agency for which he works, 

The solicitors are professionals, thor- 
guehly trained and marvelously success- 

ul in thelr work.

She Confirms Matron Abrams in Her 
Stories About the Home. 


The ladies of the Auxiliary Board of the 
Children’s Home Society of Missouri did 
not hold a meeting yesterday afternoon. 
Therefore Mrs. Il. L. Abrams is still ma- 
tron of the Olive street home. 

It was expected that they would get to- 

ether and deliberate on what should be 

one with Mrs. Abrams for telling exactly 
what was going on in the home, but for 
some reason they decided not to. The 
reason given was that too many of the 
board members were so busy that they 
sould not attend, 

"If Mrs. Abrams desires a witness to con- 
firm her statements regarding conditions 
existing at her home, Mrs. M. Tappriet of 
4062 Juniata street is at her service. 

Mrs. Tappriet was matron of the home 
when it was first started. She stated to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter yesterday that the 
conditions described by Mrs. Abrams ¢€x- 
isted at the home during the first six 
months after it was founded, and to the 
best of Mrs. Tappriet’s knowledge and be- 
Mef they have existed during the entire 
time it as been in operation. 

it was on Sept. 1, 18M, that the home 
was thrown open to friendless waits. The 
managers contracted with Mrs. Tappriet to 

ay her 20 a month rent for the use of her 


ouse at 4062 Juniata street for the home, 
They 


and $16 a month wages as matron. 
were also to hire a girl to assist her. 

According to Mrs. Tappriet, the society 
still owes her $70 for wages and money ad- 
vanced by her to save the children from 
starving. ney 

“T made my bargain with Dr. Williams 
who was then State Superintendent,” said 
Mrs. Tappriet. “I voJunteered to work the 
first month without salary. I worked al- 
most all the time without salary, though 
not voluntarily. 

“It was represented to me that there 
would never be more than fifteen or sixteen 
children at the place because the society 
found homes for them so rapidly. 

“By Sept. 15, there were already fifteen 
childrén in the Home, and the number 
constantly increased. 

“From the time the Home was started 
there was never enough for them to eat. 
Mrs. Thornburgh was the solicitor then. 
Dr. Williams is entitled to a salary of $1,800 
a year, but he never collected his full sal- 
ary amd told me when he left that he had 
lost the home he owned through his con- 
nection with the society. 

“Pretty soon the managers began ne- 
gotiating to absorb the North Side Day 
Nursery which was run by a’ Mrs. St. John. 
The North Side Day Nursery turned over 
$600 or $700 to the home. In the latter part 
of December, 1894, the home was removed 
from my house here to Olive street. Still 
we were always short of provisions. 

‘“T was compelled to use my own money 
to buy food for the children and bought 
.coal by the dollar’s worth, It wag a Dbit- 
terly cold winter. 

“About this time Mrs. Thornburgh, who 
had been appointed by Dr. Williams, was 
temoved as solicitor and Dr. Vincil put 
Mrs. Paris in her place. 

“Mrs. Paris received 530 cents on every 
dollar she raised on the home. The first 
month she was there she turned in $300 to 
Dr. Vincil so that she must have made 
$300 for herself. Dr. Vincil also had the 
$600 from the North Side Day Nursery, but 
he wouldn’t let the home have any of it as 
long as Dr. Williams remained in charge. 

“Dr. Williams objected to Mrs. Paris re- 
celving 50 per cent on her collections and 
he and Dr. Vincil disagreed on the matter. 

“So I was compelled to keep on buyin 
provisions for the children until I coul 
not afford to do it any longer. I was taken 
sick in February,18%,and on that account 
and because I couldn't stand the way the 
ladies in charge of the home talked to me, 
I resigned. 

“At that time the society owed me $150 
rent, money advanced and wages. I had 
a complete statement of my account in Dr. 
Willlams’ handwriting. I1 succeeded ig col- 
lecting $75 of it. Then, because I is a 
widow with children to support, I Kept 
after Dr. Williams for the rest of it. He 
told me to have patience and he would 

ay me what he could from time to time. 

ie paid me $5, reducing the account to $70, 
I have never been able to collect that. 

“Dr. Williams was removed and had to 
come to me to borrow money. He paid it 
back, but the society should never have 
made it necessary for him to apply to a 
widow with children for a loan? , 

‘I went to Dr. Vincll ebout ‘my account 
and he told mé@ it would be paid in time, 
but the society had debts to pay then that 
were more presang. After waiting a long 
time, I went to Treasurer Bollman. He 
told me to bring him my account so that he 
could present it to the board. I did go. 

‘Then I got tired of waiting. Mr. Boll- 
man told me he had turned the statement 
over to the gecretary. I went to see Dr. 
Hagerty,, the secretary. He wasn’t at 
home, but he wrote me that he had never 
geen the statement. Then I went to As- 
sistant Superintendent Tidwell. He didn’t 
know anything about it. I haven't been 
able to get my money and I can’t get my 
statement back. 

“The trouble at the home has always 
been,” concluded Mrs. Tappriet, “that all 
the contributions have been eaten up paying 
the commissions of solicitors and the sala- 
ries of officers.”

He 
said that as the House would take a recess 
next Friday until October 13, the time was 
too brief to make the selection of new 
Chairmen and redistribute the members on 
committees.

His cause of grievance against Diek- 
man was that as Speaker the latter refused 
to make him chairman of the Committee on 
Public Improvements. This chairmanship 
was the ostensible price of his devotion to 
Kelly, but Kelly gushed him to the wall 
when he denounced him as a —— ——~ liar 
on the floor of.the House. 

Bersch did not resent thafmsult physically, 
but his revenge has been«sharper than @ 
serpent’s tooth, and Kelly has been made 
to rue the evil moment when in a rage 
of passion he cursed his ally, for doing the

Grassmuck was in a bad humor then on 
account of the threats of Kelly, and since 
he has gzined his point by seeing Diekman 
restored to the speakership, he doesn’t 
seem inclined to discuss the matter of out- 
side influences. Grassmuck was chairman 
of the Railroads Committee under Diekman 
and expects to be again. 

Next to Kelly the sorest member in the 
House is Stewart, who blatantly lorded it 
over the minority to the point of exaspera- 
tion, and his conduct contributed quite as 
much as Kelly’s own to the lIatter’s down- 
fall. Stewart is listed to land away down 
at the foot of the committee on dumps, 
etc. . 

Jim Cronin is also outside of the breast- 
works, but the other three Democrats, 
Burke, Sullivan and Sippel, are in the swim. 

Cronin loitered too long at the Jefferson 
City Democratic Convention and when he 
returned found all the wires of the com- 
bination had been strung. 

The most important measures 
the House are the Sutter and Keyes con- 
duit b:lls, but there is no probability of 
Bee being reported before the adjourn- 
ment.

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Lawrence Peak was sold into servitude 
at Blizabethtown, Ky.,: under order of court, 
as @ vagrant, on Monday, Aug. 8. He was 


originally @ person of more than ordinary 
intelligence. He drifted into Elizabethtown 
in the summer of ’91 and has Hved there ever 
since. At that time he had about $3,000 in 
money, inherited from his father’s estate, 
the latter having been a well-to-do Meade 
County farmer. Six months after her hus- 
band’s death Mrs. Peak married, and this 
is assigned as a probable cause for Law- 
rence’s leaving home. He behaved himself 
tolerably well during the first week of his 
stay in Elizabethtown, then began to spend 
his money recklessly, and soon his roll was 
“blown in” for whisky. His associates were 
the young men of the town, who, charmed 
by the reckless air of freedom with which 
young Peak spent his cash, considered him 
a good fellows A year later Peak had be- 
come a confirmed drunkard, a sot, @ scape- 
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grace and the shame of the town. His com- 
panions deserted him one by one. He be- 
came the consort of negroes and was arrest- 
ed for an unlawful association. 

At the last term of the March Circuit 
Court he was also indicted for vagrancy and 


recognized to appear at the June term for 
trial. To this first charge he pleaded 
uilty, and was sentenced to thirty days in 
fail, his term of imprisonment expiring an 
hour before he was sold for vagrancy. 

The following is a copy of the order of 
the court: 

“The verdict of the jury in this case be- 
ing that the defendant Lawrence Peak be 
sold into servitude for the period of six 
months, it is now adjudged by the court 
that the Sheriff of Hardin County shall 
sell the said defendant to the highest bid- 
der at the court house door in the town of 
Elizabethtown for a period of six months, 
sale to be cash in hand payable to said Sher- 
iff. Notice of the time and place of such 
sale, and the length of such servitude shall 
be first posted by the Sheriff at the court 
house door in Elizabethtown for ten days be- 
fore the day of gale.. 

“Out of the proceeds of the sale the Sheriff 


shall first pay the fees and expenses of the 
prosecution of the defendant, and the re- 
mainder, if any, shall be prorated on the 
debts, if any, of the defendant. If none, 
then he shall pay the remainder, if any, to 
defendant at the expiration of his term of 
servitude.” 

The sale was conducted by Deputy Sheriff 
Mart H. Williams, who knocked Peak off 
in true auctiqneer style for $12.75, who gave 
his orders as follows: 


“Mr. Peak; you can now report ter Mr. 
Cecil. He went on yer bond éer $200, and 
put up $12.75. I calculate you'll have no ob- 
jection ter ‘paying this honest debt. Now, 
gentlemen, I’m goin’ ter sell that jackass, 
and I'll bet money that you'll bid lively 
enough on him,” and immediately the Sher- 
iff began to cry the sale of the animal, 
When $27 was bid he knocked him off. 

In the meantime Peak had arisen and 
passed out through the Court-house by an- 
other door. Two minutes later he repaired 
at Cecil’s saloon and reported to his new 
‘“‘master.’’ 

The law applying to vagrants, and un- 
der which' Peak was sold, is unknown to 
the vast majority of readers. The three 
sections of greatest interest bearing upon

the matter are found ‘in chapter 132, headed 
‘‘Vagrants,”’ in the Keatucky statutes. 
Section 4,579 relates to arrest. It says: 
“If any able bodied person be found loiter- 
ing or cambling about, not having the 
means to maintain himself by some visible 
property, or who does not betake himself 
to labor, or some honest calling to obtain 


‘a livelihood, or who? not possessing such 


means of subsistence, or who is idle or disso- 
lute in his habits, without visible means of 
support, he shall be taken and judged to 
be a vagrant, and guilty of high misde- 
meanor.”’ 

Section 4,761 relates to trial, penalty and 
verdict. It says: ‘“‘Persons indicted for 
vagrancy shall be tried by a jury, and if 
found guilty the jury shall fix the time for 
which he shall be bound out to labor, or 
sold into servitude, not exceeding 12 months 
if the convict be over 21 years of age; if he 
be a minor the jury shall return his age 
also in the verdict.’’ 

Section 4,765 defines the rights and pow- 
ers of the purchaser: ‘The person taking 
or buying a vagrant shall have the same 
rights and powers and be under the same re- 
sponsibilities as masters of apprentices sold, 
nee or bound to them, except as to edu- 
cation.”’

BOLD BURGLARS 
AND BANDITS 


HAVE INAUGURATED A REIGN OF 
TERROR IN THE WEST END. 


CITIZENS ARE UP IN ARMS. 


The Police Seem Powerless to Catch 
the Miscreants, Who Are 
Many and Bold. 


Burgiars and highwaymen have taken St. 
Louls. 

From many quarters a cry for protection 
has gone up, yet it seems of no avail. 

So many different gangs of burglars are at 
work that the police are dumbfounded. 
Saloonkeeper Joyce, at Marcus and Easton 
avenues, is the only man who has scored a 
hit. He shot and killed Burglar Jenkins 
last Monday morning. 

Since then a dozen houses have been en- 
tered, and purses have been snatched from 
women as they entered their doorways. 
There seems no limit to the daring these 
burglars and highwaymen possess. _ 
Every one of them hes gone scot free. 
Their booty in each case has been little 
or nothing, but they have succeeded in ter- 
rorizing the town. 


The latest and most extensive scare ex- 
ists in Chouteau place, including Kennerly, 
Maffitt, 8t.

OLD CONFEDERATES, 


The Question of Turning Their Home 
Over to the State Coming 
Up Again. 


The annual] reunion of the Confederates 
of Missouri will be held next Wednesday 
and Thursday at Liberty, Mo. 

A question which has confronted the ex- 
Confederates of the State for several years 
will come up for final disposition. 

The Confederate Home of Missouri is in 
danger of suspension, and the old war 
horses of the South who have found a 


pleasant home at Higginsville for the past 
six years are in danger of being turned,out 
into the world unless heroic measutgs are 
taken. 

The Confederate Home Association has 
at present only sufficient money in the 
treasury to pay the expenses of the Institu- 
tion up to the end of September. With this 
fact confronting them, the officers of the 
home realize that something must be done | 
at the coming reunion to save the institu-4 
tion. It is the opinion of a number of the 
officers, formed from the experiences of the» 
past six years, that the only way to ingure 


it over. to the State at next winter's ses- 
sion of the Legislature. 

At the annual reunion two years ago an 
attempt was made to do this, though the 
affairs of the home were not in so bad 
a condition as at present. At that time 
the members of the Daughters of the Con- 
federacy rose up in arms and indignantly 
protested against the movement. They 
deciared that dhey would never permit the 
‘heroic old inmates” of the home to be 
intrusted to the care of the State. Some of 
the veterans were ungallant enough to say 
the ladies were foolishly sentimental. 
Whether they were or not they sticceeded in 
securing enough votes to defeat the motion. 

Though the matter has not been discussed 
very generally as yet it has leaked out 
that this eromes to tender the home to 
the State will be repeated at the Liberty 
reunion and that the lad'es will be there in 
force to again defeat the movement. ' 

The Daughters of the Confederacy have 
repeatedly, during the last two years, af- 
firmed their ability to support the home if 
the association would turn it over to them. 
As this involves the raising of $1,000 a 
month the gentlemen who have carried the 
responsibility so far are somewhat doubtful 
as to the ability of the ledies to keep the 
pledge. 

Many of the best friends of the home 
feel that it is better to sink their rsonal 
pride and make the future subsistence of 
the helpiess inmates absolutely certain by 
eager | the handsome property to the 
State. That the offer wi accepted 
they have little doubt. Even prominent 
mem of the A. R. have offered to 
aid in securing the acceptance of the gift 
= 


way by the erection of ten three-room cot- 
tages for old soldiers and their families. 

Everything went with a boom and for a 
time the home was very prosperous. The 
farm of 362 acres was fenced, drained and 
cleared, and a handsome chapel, costing 
$1,200, was erected by the ladies of Lafayette 
County. During the past year the Daugh- 
ters of the Confederacy of St. Louis erected 
a fine hospital building and furnighed it 
complete at a total cost of $5,000. Altogether 
about $80,000 have been invested in real 
estate, buildings and improvements. 

From 75 to 100 veterans, many of them 
with families, have been lodged and fed 
and cared for since the erection of the main 
uilding. 
During the past two years, through no 
apparent fault in the management, but sim- 
ply from laek of subscriptions, for the home 

aS always depended for support. on the 
munificence of the public, the institution 
has not flourished. 

The officers of the association, notably 
President James Bannerman and Vice- 
President Harvey W. Salmon, have worked 
hard to arouse the waning public interest 
in the enterprise, but without success. They 
now feel that the home must be either sus- 

nded entirely or turned over to the 
tate. 
There is no doubt that the Daughters of 
fhe Confederacy will resist the latter ex- 
edient with all their strength, but those 
n a position to know say that they will 
be defeated.

IT WILL NOT BE UNCLE FILLEY. 


Circumstances, Point to Col. Kerens, 
and “‘De Ole Man’s” Greedy Horde 
Is Down in the Dumps. 


Marcus Aurelius Hanna, the “new boss” 
who handies the boodle for McKinley, 
has let it be known that he is willing to 
pay a tidy sum for the electoral vote of 
Missouri. 

By some the figure Hanna is willing to 
pay is fixed at $30,000; by others as high as 
$50,000, the exact sum of course being known 
only to Hanna, 

At any rate he is accredited with the: {n- 
tention of turning loose in Missouri a boodle 
fund of dat proportions and in consequence, 
the Republican politicians are greatly ex- 
cited. 

Who is to handle the Hanna corruption 
fund? How is it to be spent? Will the 
bearer of the moleskin have to show vouch- 
ers for expenditures, or will he be given the 
money in a lump sum and instructed to 
place it where it will do the most good? — 

These are some of the questions that are 
fiying thick and fast among the politicians 
who hope to profit by this increase in the 
circulating medium of the State. But above 
ell other questions in importance is that of 
who is to have charge of the campaign 
fund to be furnished by Hanna? 

Of a verity it will net be Chauncey I, Fill- 
ley, the “frosty’’ leader of a ‘Wrosted” 
faction. 

Word has gone out which seems well- 
founded, that “your uncle’’ and his vassals 
who congregate at the Mosque and daily 
worship before his image, are not to handle 
a cent of the campaign fund which Hanna is 
to send into the State, ‘““‘De Ole Man” ten't 
in it. Hanna distrusts Filley and is said to 
entertain wholesome doubts of his loyalty 
to McKinley. 

When the Republican National Conven- 
tion was in session here, Marcus Aurelius 
Tianna went out of his way to prove to the 
Republicans of Missouri that he distrusted 
Filley and trusted Richat@ C. Kerens, the 
arch enemy of the man in the Mosque. He 
gloated a few gloats over Filley’s downfal]! 
and Kerens’ re-election to the Nationa)

Now comes the hardest blow of all to 
the Filley claquers in the announcement 
that t a dollar of the National cam- 
paign fund is to go toward buying incense 
for the Mosque. 

It is a hard blow to them. They had 
been counting on “‘De Ole Man's” ability 
to work the National Committee, and now 
they are face to face with a hot summer 
and haunted by the fear of a cold winter, 
with no “dough” in sight and no prospect 
of getting any. . 

Chairman Pilley will probably handle the 
fund subscribed by candidates and Republi. 
cans with fat check books, who are will- 
ing to subscribe for the aid of the State 
ucket. But he will have to keep on good 
terms with. Candidate Lewis to be allowed 
to do even this. 

Another such tilt as that at Chillicothe 
and Robert E. Lewis will publicly announce 
that he is the Republican nominee for Gov- 
ernor; that Mr. Filley is met a candidate 
on any ticket for any office, and that as 
the head of the State ticket, he, Mr. Lewis, 
is entitled to run the campaign in his own 
interest. 

The semi-official report that Nationa) 
Committeeman Kerens is to have charge of 
the National campaign fund in Missouri 
makes clear two or three points in the 
State campaign upon which the Republi- 
oans are just entering. 

It will be a new thing in politics and can 
best be classified as a ‘“‘triangular’ cam- 
paign, Robert E. Lewis and the State can- 
didates on one side will whoop her up for 
the State ticket and a change in State gov- 
ernment.

Comptroller Sturgeon succeeded yesterday 
in unraveling ¢he tangle about dumping 


commercial] garbage in the river. 
At the same time he made it plain that 


there was a job in the case. 

Some wicked person has been scheming 
to force a money-making gontract on Gol. 
Ed Butler. 

The Comptroller's discovery has given 
'ris® to the question: “Who ever te Wharf 
Commissioner C. H. Stone that* the city 
couldn't dump garbage in the river, just 
as it has been doing for so many years?’ 

The passage by the House of Delegates 
of what is known as the commercial gar- 
bage bill—a measure ‘for the relief of the 
commission merchants on Nomh Third and 
other streets—aroused the keenest energies 
on the part of the Comptroller to kill it in 
Council, because he knew that the city did 
not have the money to spend, and further 
because he believed it a scheme to manu- 
facture a fat contract for the Sanitary com- 


pany. 

It had been set forth by the Wharf Com- 
missioner that he was prohibited by an act 
of Congress passed August 17, 18%, from per- 
mitting thé dumping of ballast, cinders dnd: 
garbage of any kind in the river under a 
heavy penalty. 

On Apv.l 20 he wrote a letter to the Sec- 
retary of War in which he stated that some 
one had called his attention to the Congres- 
sional act, and he wanted to know just what 
it meant, as its enforcement would work 
@ great hardship on the City of St. Louis. 

or three months a red tape correspond- 
ence followed between Commodore Stone 
and the War Office, and the question of 
garbage was discussed between him and 
the learned engineer corps. ¢ 

On April 27 Léeut. Col. A. Mackenzie, of 
the Engineer Corps, replying for the War 
Department, replied that. the act meant 
what it said “elsewhere than within the 
limits defined and permitted by the Secre- 
tary of War.” In the absence of such per- 
mission violators of the act were liable to 
prosecution. . 

Commodore Stone’s next letter inquired 
specifically as to whether the act of Con- 

ress would be enforced against St. Louis 

n the face of a city ordinance allowing 
garbage to be dumped in the river. He re- 
cited the ordinance and again referred to 
the hardship the annulment of it by the 
Federal Government would work. 

The Secretary of War seems to have had 
other things on hand besides the important 
question of St. Louis garbage, and turned 
the letter over to Gen. Craighill, Chief of 
the Engineer Corps, who in turn referred it 
to Maj. Thomas H. Handbury, of the Mis- 
sissipp! River corps. 

Commodore Stone, weary of waiting for 
an answer, wrote another letter to the War

But the 
three exporting countries of India, Argen- 
tine and Australia are practically out of 
the supply question. Russia has a crop 
that is short, no one knows how much, 
and the foreigners are learning that their 
estimates on the yield of the United States 
and Canada were largely above what the 
actual yield will be.Their supplies on hand 
and coming to them are unusually low.

NEW YORK, Aug. 22.—The condition of 
the money market has caused the political 
situation to be relegated to second place 
in financial discussion. For a long time the 
steady decline in the banks’ resources has 
foreshadowed more or less money strin- 
gency, and at this time there is no relief 
in sight. In addition to the usual demand 
for currency from the South and West for 
the purpose of moving crops, there has been 
going on for some time a withdrawal of 
funds from banks by persons frightened on 
account of*the political situation. As a 
result the surplus reserves have been re- 
duced to a point under $10,000,000, and it 
seems likely that this amount will be cut 
into within the next fortnight. All divis- 
ions in the money market reflect the con- 
tractions in the banks’ resources, although 
naturally the call money market has felt it 
least of all. This is due to the desire of 
money lenders to keep their funds within 
easy reach, and not employ them in the

“IN THE BARRACKS 


“MAB” SPENDS A DAY WITH 
THEM AND TELLS OF THEIR 
DAILY ROUND OF DUTIES. 


T have just spent several days in the train- 
ine garrison of the female division of the 
Salvation Army, and wherever I shall see 
the blue uniform and poke bonnet of the 
order hereafter, I shall feel that I see a 


friend. 

As many years as I have seen the members 
of the army singing and exhorting upon the 
etreets, and as many pages as I have read 
in regard to the army and its work, I never 
before had any idea of the training neces- 
gary for those who intended to devote their 


lives to the work, nor did I know anything 
of the daily life of those connected with this 
branch of the work. 

Having made up my mind to become ac- 
quainted with this division of the work and 
wishing very much to gain access to the 
training garrison, I called upon Captain 
Cousins and stated my desire. He was 
very kind and courteous, and promised to 
epeak to the officer in charge, for the men 
pay the women officers just the same 

ourtesy and respect as they show men of- 

cers, there being no distinction made in 
the power of the women and men in com- 
mand in the Salvation Army.

Cadets 
receiving donations must hand them over to 
the commanding officer. Cadets are not al- 
lowed to go out to meals. 
No person, whéther officer or friend of the 
cadets, is allowed to visit the home without 
a written permit from the officer or chief 
secretary, and any officer visiting the home 
must conform to the rules. 
All letters must be given to. the officer in 
command, and from her to the person for 
whom they are intended. 

Beside the rigid rules above quoted, the 
Salvation Army cadet must sign a paper 
making many solemn promises an she 
must live up to these promises or be pun- 
ished for disobedience. Indeed, I came to 
the conclusion before my visit came to an 
end that the life of a Salvation Army girl 
preparing to become an officer is anything 
but an easy one, but is full of unselfish de- 
votion and self-abnegation. I visited the 
post of the women who devote their lives 
to slum work, and have to have a special 
training for this purpose. Their post is 
near the river, and their work among the 
lowest, most degraded classes in the city, 
but I haven’t space in this article to tell of 
this branch of work, and will close with 
the hope that all who read this account of 
the lives of the women who devote them- 
selves to Salvation Army work will think 
of them as kindly and with the same re- 
spect as will hereafter exist for them in the

FEELS TO DROP SIXTY FEET

Each is under a 
painstaking and intelligent management 
and neither is likely to neglect anything 
that will make the public feel g00d and 
liberal. The close competition will be a 
great thing for theater-goers, even those 
who are too proud and haughty to patronize 
a “T. T. T.” show shop. It will improve 
the quality of cheap attractions and force 
the high-priced houges to put on nothing 
but the best productions. 

The managers are both experienced cater- 
ers to the demand for amusements and they 
know that unless they preserve the strictest 
decorum in and around their establishments 
they will lose the class of patronage each 
is striving to secure. A vestige of disorder 
in the audience, or a trace of vulgarity on 
the stage would hurt either of these houses, 
intended for the use and pleasure of the 
plain people, more than it would a higher- 
priced theater. Knowing this, Col. Hopkins 
and Mr. Garen promise that nothing shall 
ever be said or done in their houses that 
could offend the most fastidious taste.

The fifth floor will contain a laboratory. 
Adjacent to this laboratory are professors’ 
rooms and toliet rooms for students. 

The architectural designs of this building 
were prepared by J. B. Legg, who is super- 
intending its construction. 

While somewhat classic in general design 
and detall, it is strictly speaking Italian re- 
naissance, worked up with simple, unpreten- 
tious outline, but graceful in proportion, 
massive in construction and elegant in 
detail. 

The bullding will be constructed of dark 
or brick trimmed with gray stone and

Special Privileges. 


Government has its origin In the family, 
at length it extends to the tribe, and 
finally to the people, in which the unit 
is the village community. Here is the birth 


of liberty—the right of each to have some 
voice in making the laws which govern 
him; the right of each to order his own in- 
dependent, individual existence as he 
chooses, provided in so doing he infringes 
not upon the rights of others.

Since liberty began in the unit—the cau- 
cus—it is the village or city government 
that we must look to to discover if liberty 
still remains; for here is her first and her 
last stronghold. How many of our city 
governments are to-day the close corpora- 
tions for political machines and rings to 
fleece the people, favoring the few who 
can afford to pay for special privileges? 
Did not Mayor Pingree’s gallant fight with 
the great corporations of his city remind 
one of some knight of the middle ages 
fighting with, the giants of darkness? And 
did he not declare, after long and bitter 
experience, that there are in every. great 
city such enormous vested interests at 
stake that they will surely control the 
people unless the people control them; 
that the political machines are not so much 
to blame as the corporations that work,

fix their own price? You can pay for it or 
leave it. It’s a free country.” 

Free country? Do you call that a free 
contract when men corner a necessity, fix 
the price at all the traffic will bear,and then 
prate about the beautiful blessings of cheap- 
ening products by doing things upon a large 
scale? The essence of monopoly is not to 
cheapen, but to produce a reity; and a 
tax of a few cents more per ton upon coal 
means bitter, cruel hardship for many a 
widow and orphan. 

How can we legislate to stop this while 
Pe Lal tl controls the machine of legisla- 
tion? 

The question for this coutaty to solve is 
how to destroy all such delightful little 
schemes for devouring widows and orphans 
by monopolizing God's bounties and using 
the rights of way across sovereign States 
and through great cities to tax the people? 
How shall it be done?r 

The single tax advocates reply “similia 
similibus.’ Place a single tax upon coal 
fields according to their true market value, 
thus collecting into the public treasury their 
annual rental value for the use of the peo- 
ple. This would soon compel the owners to 
either work their mines or abandon them to 
those who would, and the output could no 
longer be limited.”’

“TI was in London in 1881 and 1882,” he 
said. ‘I don’t remember dates, and as I 
had seen pretty much all the rest of the 
world,I thought I would like to get acquaint- 
ed with the nigger country. I was a sailor 
then, and as tough as leather, and they took 
me all right, but we had to train six months 
before we started. We went from London to

Crocodiles like to eat babies—not their 
Own awkward offsprings, but human dar- 
lings, fat and dimpled. Skinny babies are 
not adapted to the alligator palate and are 
passed by with scorn.

But instinct teaches the lion that to kill 
the bull he must attack him in a vital spot. 


He dismounts and makes a dash for the 
bull’s throat. He siezes it and the flowing 
blood augurs a sveedy ending to the fight 
in the lion's favor. 

But as the bull goes frantically around 


bellowing with pain, dragging the lion with 
him, the horned beast of the plains seems to 
realize an opportunity. 

The body of the lion is on the ground, 
directly under the bull. Doubling himself 
up, the bull lowers his head, raises his 
hind feet, and they descend with frightful 
force on the prostrate body of the lion. 
Again the bull stamps with both hind feet 
and the hoofs sink into the body of the 
Other beast with telling effect. The sound 
of the bu'l’s feet as they crush the flesh 
and bones! of the lion's body can be plainly 
heard, and it does not seem possible that 
living flesh can long stand such treatment. 
He stamps viciously, but still the lion 
maintains his hold and pays no more at- 
tention to the suffering than if it were not 
his body that is under the feet of the vicious 


bull. The lion chéws at the throat of the 
bull and the latter stamps the lion’s vitals. 
And the audience yells and howls with de- 
light. It is a fight worth seeing. 

But at length the terrific trampling to 
which the lion has been subjected has done 
its work. The poor beast cannot rise to 
his feet, and he lies calmly on his side as 
the bull turns and charges with lowered 
head and blood-shot eyes. The ggring does 
not hurt the lion much because of his thick 
hide and shaggy mane. But there is no 


more fight in him. He slinks away and 
hanwes close to the sides of the arena where

His cage door is opened and he {ts glad 
to make his escape into it, utterly whipped

UNHEARD OF RITES BY HINDOOS 
TO PROPITIATE A GODDESS 
FOR CHECKING CHOLERA. 


Torturing the body seems a poor sort of 
religious rite, and yet that is a necessary 
part of religious ceremonies in various 
countries. Dancing on red-hot coals with 


the bare feet is but one of the forms of 
worship adopted by religious fanatics in 
some countries. Though more or less com- 
mon in India, it would never be popular in 
this country. 

Mamy of the religious ceremonies of In- 
dia are barbaric in their conception and 
execution. 

A resident of Chicago, who has been 
traveling for so time in India, writes of 
such an event, which he witnessed May 26, 
Ot at tnenentty, a little town in Southern 

That dread disease, cholera, which is al- 
ways to be found in India, had for several 
weeks been slaughtering the inhabitants, 
and medicine, as well as prayers to the 
goddess comfortably housed in the temple of 
the town, failed to check the epidemic. 
Finally eight men made solemn vows that 

the disease was stopped by a certain 
+ a as would go through the “‘fire sacri- 


The disease stopped, or almost ceased to 
kill, before the date set, and the eight men 
prepared to make their vows good. 

On wy tomy 4 set for the fulfillment of the 
vows, three huge wagonloads of wood were 
hauled to an open space in front of the 
temple. The villagers assisted in the ar- 
rangements, and the wood was placed in a 
regular pile about four feet wide and ten 
feet long. A trench about three feet wide 
and two feet deep was dug around the pile 
of wood, and the latter was then set on fire. 

In about four hours the wood was reduced 
to a pile of live coals, six or eight inches 
deep, spread evenly over the surface of the 
ground. A hundred natives then appeared 
with pails, and the ditch was filled -with 
water. It sizzlied and steamed as it struck 
coals which had rolled into the ditch. 

The heat was terrific, and it was impos- 
sible for the average person to approach 
near the blazing coals. Within the temple 
the eight men were preparing for the sacri- 
fice. Prayers were uttered and the goddess 
was beseeched to make the suffering of the 
As the hour ap- 
proached for the climax, the eight men were 
almost frenzied, and their shrieks and howls 
could be heard for a long distance. 

Suddenly they dashed out of the temple 
and approached the heap of coals. They 
were dressed in loose, lemon colored gar- 
ments, and were shrieking as if mad. They 
writhed and groaned and made hideous 
contortions, all of which was supposed to 
be the spirit of the goddess within them. 
Suddenly they jumped into the water in the 
trench, where they remained for a few sec-

PHEASANT FARMS. 


AN EXTENSIVE INDUSTRY IN 
ENGLAND IS NOW BEING TRIED 
IN THIS COUNTRY. 


Raising peacocks and pheasants is a new 


business in this country. To supply their 
wants a number of millionaires are im- 
porting birds and eggs from Erigland. 
George Vanderbilt is among the number. 
He has already a lot of peacocks, of the 
breed curiously called “Japanned;” per 
haps because their feathers have 4 metal- 
lic, lacquer-like glittering, they are often 
wrongly spoken of as the Japanese or Ja- 
pan peacock. Theodore Havemeyer has 
recently imported a lot of pheasants eggs 
of the choicest breed. He sent them to his 
model farm, Mahwak, N. J., and then in- 
vited a company of bantam hens to hatch

To visit 
Warwick Castle is to see peacocks in all 
their glory; indeed, the place is famous for 
these birds, of which the handsomest are 
Wiaving become possessed of a pair of 
peafowls, they require very little man- 
agement, but must be carefully fed. If 
not kept in confinement they pick up a 
pretty substantial living themselves; it 
must be seen to that they have pony of 
water and grain. and occasionally fresh 
vegetables. In winter they must have a 
sheltered home, In summer they avail 
themselves of the shelter of trees, and in 
some secluded nook the nest is made. The 
hen should be left to her own meditations, 
and not interfered with while she is on the 
nest hatching the eggs. 

A peafowl allowed to make her own nest 
in a hedge, always brings out a stronger and 
better brood than one that has a nest in the 
house. When hatched, the young brood 
should not be removed until the next day, 
feeding not being required. The first food 
should be egg and milk, .equal parts, beat- 
en together and heated until it sets into a 
soft mass; this is given with a little millet 
or wheat. When one adds sufficiently to 
one’s stock to sell eggs as well as birds, 
one’s bank account should assume healthy

IN CALIFORNIA 


IT WAS BLASTED INTO EXIST-

Cradled at the foot of a circling group of 
hilis lies the most mysterious and at the 
same time ghostly sheet of water in Al- 


meda County, Cal. 
For years it has borne the name of 


“Blair's Pond,” and during its existence 
has hidden beneath its dark surface more 
human bodies than any similar patch of 
water of its size in these regions, Indeed, 
there has not been a Coroner in Alameda 
County since 1875, according to the San 
Francisco Chronicle, until the’ present time 
who has not been obliged to record on the 
death rolls some victim of the weird pond, 
and, strangest of all, each one of the mar- 
tyrs to the dismal hole has been a good 
swimmer. 

The pond has a history, and about it 
twine many peculiar facts, which in some 
instances seem almost inexplicable. 

Prior to 1872 there was not even @ suUg- 
gestion of water on the spot. At that time 
a firm of stone contractors named Bates & 
Wells realized that hidden in the hills was 
@ quantity of very valuable paving rock 
which then commanded a big price from 
the city of Oakland. They conceived the 
idea of opening an extensive quarry, and 
getting the city’s contract for the paving 
which was to be done. A long lease was ob- 
tained from Blair, the owner of the land. 
Then the first quarry in Alameda County 
was opened. 

The stone proved of such excellent quality 
that an extensive plant was soon erected. 
Tracks were laid, and small cars, worked 
by a windlass, conveyed the rock*to the 
“dumps.”” One hundred and fifty Italians 
were employed on the premises. The rock 
thus obtained was used in remacadamizing 
Oakiand’s principal streets. 
With time the better quality of rock be- 
came scarce, so orders were given to sink a 
wide shaft and work out the lower stratum. 
This task was undertaken in the summer 
of 1873, and had progressed with such good 
results that the hole was gradually enlarged 
until it covered considerable area. Then, 
again, it became necessary to go deeper 
into the hill. 

This time extensive preparations were 
made for blasting. When all was ready a 
mighty charge was adjusted, and with the 
explosion which followed a vast torrent of 
water spouted forth from the excavation. 
Before the astonished workmen had time 
to realize what had mappenss they were 
knee-deep In the flood.

The water is over sixty feet in depth. Its 
circulation is a mystery, It contains 
strong central currents, but there 
overfiow, except during frainy weather, 
when a small stream trickles from it.

Dr. C L. Barnes, a Chicago physician, 
has recently been experimenting with X 
rays, and he now announces that they will 
determine positively whether real death 
has @ccurred or whether the patient is in 
atrance Dr. Barnes made a shadowgraph 
of his own hand, and on the same plate laid 
a dissected hand of a cadaver. When the 
plate was developed, after being exposed 
to the mysterious rays for some time, the 
difference in the two radiographs was no- 
ticeable. The dead flesh offered more re- 
sistance to the penetration of the rays 
than the living, and a glance would deter- 
mine which was the hand of the corpse. 
Other experiments which he made confirmed 
his opinion. The fluoroscope is even better 
than the shadowegraph as a means of de- 
termining whether life is present or not. 

It seems strange that there should be no 

accurate way of determining when a man 
is dead, but such is really the case. The 
absence of the circulation of the blood is 
a fairly good test, but there are instancees 
of lfe returning after the heart had 
ceased to beat—or, at least, beat 
so weakly that it was not perceptible 
either in the breats or at the pulse. Mus- 
cular contraction cannot be relied on, as 
dead people will twitch when an electric 
battery is applied to them. Rigor mortis 
cannot be relied on, for that is often pres- 
ent in the case of cataleptios. The gradual 
cooling of the body has long been rega’ded 
by phys.cians as an accurate test, but it is 
now known that such a cord'tion may fole- 
low the collapse which accompanies partial 
drowning. The contraction of the muscles 
is an accompaniment of certain diseases, 
and so is the discoloration of the skin, 
which is noticeable after death. 
Dr. Barnes is a well-known physician, 
and his discovery is regarded as one of vast 
importance, He has written several books 
on dissection, embalming and kindred sub- 
jects, and has been exper:menting with 
the X rays ever since Roentgen made his 
discovery known.
